some companies of the 40th, and some sailors of 
her Majesty's ship Pelorus, marched to attack the 
The Pah itself lay between two 
water courses converging in a morass, and was nat@- 
rally a strong position. The weather was inclement, 
and the roads were knee-deep in mud. The British 
force, however, reached the Pah, and prepared to at- 
tack it from three points. The combatants were but 150 
yards apart, and the fight was deadly. It is expressly 
mentioned that the New Zealanders steadily bore the 
charge of the bayonet, and assailed the British with 
the tomahawk. The natives inthe Pah, being hard 
pressed, sent for reinforcements, which came pouring 
in from all sides during four hours while the fight 
lasted. Overcome by numbers, and unable to unite 
the British were ordered by signal to retreat. The 
natives sallied out, and inflicted considerable mischief 
on the rear of the troops. The result was, thit the 
troops made the best of their way to the cantonments, 
leaving 29 dead and 33 wounded on the field, to the 
mercy of those who so lately were cannibals. 

The local journals complain that Colonel Gould 
withdrew his men on finding that the resistance was 
so determined, without giving assistance to those who 
were actually engaged. They complain, also, of the 
temporising and hesitating policy of the Govern- 
ment, which makes alternate concessions and de- 
mands upon the natives, and, instead of commanding 
by virtue of its auth ority, inquires how much the 
natives are inclined to require by way of concession. 
It appears that in and around Taranaki there were no 
less than 1,900 English troops, and that Colonel 
Gould had under him 300 men, with three 24 
pounders, howitzers, yet never swerved from his 
line of retreat, although he must have heard the 
firing and known the necessity. 

The result shows how difficult it is to settle upon 
any mode of attack which may not be met by the 
most unexpected means, and, in this respect, recals 
the disaster of the Peiho. The British were armed 
with the rifle, and charged with the bayonet. To 
avoid the balls, the New Zealanders lay do wu. When 
the troops charged, they rose and brandished their 
tomahawks, as the Red Indians did in the American 
War. There is no doubt that the troops were 
unprepared to, meet this novel species of combat. 
They were prepared for, and received, the volleys of 
the natives, but expected to see them retire before 
a charge. They were not prepared for the method 
of combat which the New Zealander adopted, and 
have added one more to the many instances of disci- 

plined forces yielding to savages. 

On the face of the intelligence there has been gross 
mismanagement somewhere, apparently on the part 
of Colonel Gould.

But the chief and pria- 
cipal improvement has been effected by that enterprising 
nierchant, Mr. Samuel Donnell, who has completed a 
very handsome row of houses in Market-street, where 
a fer years since were to be seen nothing but miserable- 
looking hovels ; and now the Ulster Banking Company, 
we underst nl. ha purchased fr im him the old Post-office, 

and the house adjvining it, where they intend imme- 
diately to erect an elegant structure, and will, in the 
meanti'me, commence business in one of Mr. Donnell's 
new houses adjvining it, on the first of October 
next. This prejected building, when erected, 
situated as it will be in one of the most eligible locali- 
ties in the town, adjoining the grain and butter markets, 
and on the direct route to the railway station, will be 
very ornamental, end much improve the appearance of 
this part of the towa. The opening of the railway from 
Derry to Strabane gave a decided impetus to the trade 
ot the latter town, and as a necessary consequence, it 
will be considerably increased by the opening up of the 
navigation of the canal and the river Foyle to Derry, 
and placing upon ita steamer for the conveyance of 
goods and passengers, The arrangements for this are 
now completed ; aud here it is only fair to mention that 
Mr. Samuel Donnell was the originator of this project 
also. At almost every annual dinner of the Strabane 
Farming Society, for n number of years past, he was in 
the habit of setting forth the great advantages tha 
would accrue to the town of Strabane by improving th 
navigation of the canal and river. His eflurts to act 
complish this, however, must have been unavailing, 
bad it not been for the interest taken in the matter by 
the lord of the soil, the most noble the Marquis of Aber- 
corn, who, when apprised of it by his energetic and in- 
teliigent agents, Major Humphreys and his son, T. W. 
D. Humphreys, Esq.. at once not only gave his approval 
of the undertaking, but took a substaniial interest in it, 
re.arding it as calculated to confer signal benefit on 
the town of Strabane. Such conduct speaks more for-
